My deer Sir:- 


Enclosed I send you a certificate from the 

Warden of Merton College,Oxford,dated 12th Aug./15 certifying 
that my son is an under graduate of Merton College,Oxford, heaving 
been matriculated in Oct.1914. My son's neme is Geoffrey, tnot 
George as the Warden mistakenly names him. I also enclose a 
note from the Warden to me stating that by request of my son 
he forwards me the enclosed certificate. 

After the war broke out my son left Oxford at the end of 
his first term and returned home to enlist for overseas service 
and he is now e lieutenent in active service in France. As 
one cannot anticipate when this war may be over I thought it wise 
to enter him as a law student at Osgoode Hall in order thet he 
might not lose time. By the regulations of the Law Society 
there is no provision for an under graduate of Oxford being entered 
on the books without pessing the preliminery examination, and 
as my son hopes to read for a degree in Toronto University I under- 
took thet if the Society would place him on the roll as a student 


to apply to you to enter him as an undergraduate of Toronto 


University which would quelify him as a student-et-law at Osgoode 
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Hall. I am sending you the enclosed certificate, and am now 
applying to have him entered as an undergraduate as I understand 
that being an Oxford greduete he can be admitted to the same rank 
in Toronto.
